39, d,  War  Department  CCC,  Regulations  dated  May  15,  1935  provides: 

"The  operation  of  automobiles,  privately  o^med  by  members  of  the  CCC, 
is  inconsistent  with  the  basic  condition  upon  which  enrollment  in 
the  CCC  is  premised  and  is  forbidden.  Violations  of  this  regulation 
^'dll  subject  members  to  discharge  as  provided  in  paragraph  38b(l)(f) 
Tifar  Department  CCC  Regulations  (administrative  Discharge )i' 

In  ray  opinion  it  is  impossible  for  an  enrollec  to  operate  an 
automobile  on  the  pay  which  he  receives  each  month  therefore  he  must 
get  money  elsewhere  and  that  means  either  from  home  or  through  the  • 
sale  of  property  that  does  not  belong  to  him;  both  of  Yfhich  are  a- 
gainst  regulations  and  thereby  subjects  him  to  a TJossible  Dishonorable 
Discharge. 

If  you  now  have  an  automobile  or  motorcycle,  got  rid  of  it  imm- 
ediately before  i_t  gets  rid  of  you. 

L.  S.  M.  are  exempt  from  the  above  Provisions.
